So you thought the logging procedures controversy was over? Not 
yet. Here are two more opinions for your perusal. By the way, what's 
your opinion? 


Dr. Bruce Elving: "Steve Sprachman raises the issue that if you move 
anywhere in an area and receiving conditions change, then you must 
start over in counting log totals. I do not agree, because you could 
move one block and find conditions different; you could vary your 
conditions just by moving your antenna up or down on a mast; or if 
you live in a hilly area, by placing the antenna lower on the hill to 
block out stations from the rear. I think the mileage limitations 
mentioned in the VUD are adequate. When I DX from the Duluth, MN area 
I do not take notice whether the DX is from my mother's house in the 
downtown area with it's excellent receptionability to the south and 
southeast, or if I DX from my in-law's house in suburban Hermantown, 
where reception to the north and west is the best. Steve does not 
mention that over a period of time conditions in an area can change-- 
usually for the worse. I was once able to DX from downtown Duluth 
to the north and west(even though the Duluth hill interfered to some 
extent). However, now that several 100-kw locals have come on the air 
operating 24 hours a day, one cannot aim the antenna in anything but 
a very narrow arc to the south and southeast and exnect to get any 
DX. 

Should I thus be victimized by having to confine by DX to only 
those directions? I once had DX from the other directions, and I 
know it's possible, but DXing should be fun and not an exercise in 
masochism. If I can take my receiver to two different locations and 
enjoy the hobby more fully, and still count all the stations heard 
as if from one general place, why not?" 


Harry Hayes: "I...-have this to say about the logging procedures de- 
ate. on't think that there should be any debate at all. Contro- 
versies have a tendency to destroy dart leagues, softball teams and 
also DX clubs so I hope that this one goes nowhere further. The 
controversy itself is foolish since everyone has his own vhilosovhy 
and way to DX and keep totals. I have read both Tom Yingling's and 
Robert Goodman's ideas about when to start a new log and I disagree 
with both. This doesn't mean that Tom and Robert are wrong. This is 
right for them. To try to impose rigid logging rules on the whole 
club membership, formulated by a few DXers is not only wrong in my 
view, but it also wouldn't work. I know I wouldn't start a new log 
because WTFDA decided to implement its’ long debated "DxXer's consti- 
tution", as it used to be called. I have DxXing facilities twelve 
air miles apart, one being in a valley, the other at a high mountain 
location. The difference between the reception conditions at both 
locations is incredible, but since 1970, I've always kept a single 
log, mainly for simplicity's sake. I never felt the need for two 
logs since I'm not trying to impress anyone with my “skill.” Person- 
ally, I've always felt that DXing was the DxXer showing or reporting 
on what nature was capable of. How many stations I've received seems 
of secondary importance. Others will feel different, that DXing is 
a competition, perhaps, and this is all well and good for them. I 
feel that's what this hobby should be; individuality. So let's end 
controversy, especially that with no solution." 


Relatively new WIFDAer Jim Campbell, of Anderson, SC, tells 
about his set-up: 


“My set-up includes a 7' dish for UHF and a Radio Shack V-185 
for VHF, with R/S pre-amps, and .410 coax on a 35' tower. 

I really get a kick out of bragging about getting the Atlanta 
independent stations, especially WTBS, to my friends at work. I 
think some of them don't believe me."

On an unrelated subject, I'd like to see knowledgeable WTFDA 
members prepare a survey of FM and TV rx's, whether vortable, 
component or otherwise, as to which represents the best DX rx for 
the money, and which are dogs to avoid, with a chart of available 
features. I'd like to purchase a DX- quality FM tuner in the near 
future, and I'd like to get the most for my $$s."

The above information is from the FCC news 
releases, which I am no longer receiving. 
Plus a few other references for a small por- 
tion of thesdove. Judging by gaps in the 
call letter patterns and the fact that there 
was hardly any overlap of information between 
the sources, I suspect that the above list is 
only a part of FCC actions over the past few 
months. 

Periodic updates to the WIFDA Translator- 
LPYV list will therefore be impractical, and 
any future list very likely would not have 
primary stations for translators. Many new 
stations in the western states not only are 
eliminating translators that would cause in- 
terference, but they are also closing down 
hub translators, vital links to other trans= 
lators. With some of these new stations be- 
coming network affiliates, the need for many 
translators no longer exists. 

One member pointed out several months ago 
that, with Minnesota as an example, when a 
primary station changes its network affilia- 
tion, some of its translators may find them 
selves duplicating programming already carried 
by a local station. Face it, people watch 
translators for network programming, not local 
news. If your community has ABC, but no NBC, 
it would pay somebody to erect a chain of 
translators to carry a distant NBC station. 
But what happens if your local switches to 
NBC later on? You have a worthless chain of 
translators unless you can get a distant ABC 
station to allow its signal to be rebroadcast. 

The 1984 Translator-LPTV list unfortunately 
had to depend on an 1982 list for primary 
stations, since the FCC data base no longer 
lists primary stations. There is very little 
information listing changes in primary sta- 
tions, especially since the FCC made such 
Changes easier. 

But in the past few years, there have been 
changes in network ratings. ABC went from 
the bottom to the top; NBC fell to the bottom; 
CBS replacea ABC at the top; now NBC is slowly 
working its way back up. Meanwhile, stations 
in areas not served by all three networks have 
taken the opportunity to switch to a more pop-

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ular network. It started with several N2&C 
affiliates going to ABC, and then some to 
CBS. This resulted in translators having to 
change their primary station because they 
bezan carrying an ABC affiliate when there 
already was a local ABC in their coverage 
areae 

With the Translator=LPTV list now pub 
lished, changes are sure to be made. Fred 
McCormack, who has kept a list of translators 
in his area based on his own observations, 
sent me an extensive list of changes in the 
midwest which have resulted partly from some 
of the network changes in that area.

SYRACUSE, NEW YORK: WIVH(TV) 

As reported a few months back, the Syracuse 
Peace Council complained to the FCC that WIVH 
had run a series of commercials promoting the 
Mnergy Association of New York's construction 
of the Nine Mile II Nuclear plant as a "sound 
investment" without allowing equal time to 
opposing viewpoints. The Peace Council had 
claimed that WIVH made no effort to fulfill 
its obligations to seek out opposing view- 
points. The FCC, in turn, had found WIVH in 
violation of the fairness doctrine. 

But WIVH is petitioning the FCC to recon- 
sider its decision, Its contention is that 
during the year of the advertisements in 
question, 1982, it had determined that the 
issue was not sufficiently controversial to 
invoke fairness doctrine concerns. 


TELETEXT UPDATE 
NABTS (North American Broadcast Teletext 
System) suffered a setback in its effort to 
become the standard teletext system for the 

United States. 

NBC, which along with CBS has been using 
the NABTS for their teletext services and 
promoting the use of that system among their 
affiliates, was scheduled to drop out of the 
teletext business this past Jamary. The 
problem was the cost of the decoders, which 
exceeded their worth. So far, Panasonic 
is the only manufacturer of decoders for the 


NABTS standard. The 300 decoders were com 
patible with only the Panasonic top-of-the- 
line sets which cost $1200, Panasonic plans 
to introduce a $1000 model equipped with a 
decoder sometime this spring, along with a 
$500 decoder that would be compatible with all 
television sets. RCA, the parent company of 
NBC, has not been able to manufacture a less 
expensive decoder. 

This makes things look better for the other 
contender for the United States standard: the 
World System Teletext. (It seems to me that 
both systems have taken on rather presumptious 
names.) Zenith is currently manufacturing 
decoders for $300, which are compatible with 
any television set. WST has the advantages of 
‘being much cheaper than the NABTS, but it has 
very poor graphics capability. It is this 
graphics capability in the NABTS which is 
supposed to attract audiences and advertisers, 

Meanwhile CBS is still going on with Extra- 
vision, its own teletext service which uses 
NABTS, hoping that the prices will eventually 


Ronald Purdue reports that WWQI, ch. 25 in 
La Crosse, WI, is still not yet on. KXLT, 
channel 47 in Rochester, MN, plans to go on 
the air on March 9. The transmitter tower in 
Haverhill Township, northeast of Rochester, is’ 
already built. According to a newspaper arti- 
cle sent by Ronald, the station will operate 
at a reduced power at first. Difficulties in 
establishing a microwave link between the 
Rochester station and KXLI in St. Cloud, whose 
signals it will rebroadcast, might delay the 
startup date. Most of the programs, that is, 
will be rebroadcast. KXLT will have local 
public affairs programming and farm business 
reports. Ron says that many of the syndicated 
programs that will pe rebroadcast on KXLY can 
also be seen on KINT, ch. 3 in Mason City, IA.

Most of the pro- 
gramming is from SPN (Satellite Program Net- 
work). Local production includes basketball 
games from local high schools. 

Walter Patton reports, "A newspaper report 
on Cuba says they are running American movies 
recorded off~air from U.S. stations complete 
with the call letters of the U.S. stations 
from which it was recorded. Movies are run 
lin the originallanguage with Spanish sub-tit- 
les. This would of course be the source of all 
those Bulgarian language un—ids which keep 
lappearing in the VUD." (I didn't know they 
spoke English in Bulgaria. Anyway, if the 
Cubans are doing this, I can see a UFO enthu- 
siast logging one of their stations and making) 
another stir like they did with the KLEE hoax 
lof the fifties. I'm sure "Bedtime for Bonzo" 
will be a favorite among tne Cubans. <wbf) 

Bill Draeb reported that WLRE, ch. 26 in 
Milwaukee filed for bankruptcy after being 
faced with several lawsuits. They own some 
California film companies 3900,000.00 for 
ilms which tney never paid for.

‘While interference protection is necessary 
land sufficient for the establishment of a 
property order in rf, enforcement of technical 
stanaards is antithetical to such order. Whe- 
her I choose to modulate my carrier with NTSC 
color or PAL or just tap out code is just a 
matter of the content of my transmission, the 
same as whether I choose to send jazz music, 
mews, racial slurs, taxi calls, slow scan 
ideo, test tones, or a secret code. Records 
land tapes are produced and used on equipment 
conforming to certain technical standards, but 


government didn't have to decree them, Langua- 
ges--~spoken, written, and computer -are 
technical standards which were arrived at 
without State help or force. (However, today 
we have the Acedemie Francaise, a French 
government agency, which arrogantly decides 
what is and isn't officially French.)

From Dave Nieman, an article by Ron Wold of 
Knignt News Service about private reception of 
satellite signals. A federal law is now in 
effect that defines the rights and responsi- 
bilities of private owners of satellite 
dishes, Cable programming services had com 
plained of copyright infringement, and cable 
operators objected to unfair competition. But 
manufacturers, dealers, and owners of dishes 
claimed that viewers had as much right to see 
la satellite program as they dia local broad- 
cast stations. The Congress of the United 
States, deciding that both sides were right, 
passed a law which legalized private use of 
satellite dishes as well as private ownership. 
Cable programming services have the right to 
protect copyrighted material from unauthorized 
luse by scrambling their signals. While dish 
owners have the right to intercept signals for 
private viewing, they are not allowed to in- 
tercept encoded signals, Nor can they inter- 
cept other programming if a marketing plan and 
ayment system have been established. One of 
he contentions from private viewers who were 
intercepting HBO is that they had no cable 
acilities with which to receive HBO, and had 
even offered to pay HBO for the programs they 
a ere intercepting. HBO refused to deal with 
o Angeles and Maranatha, and picked Angeles |private viewers. Under this new rule, private 
because if offered 33% minority and female iewers have the right to watch HBO, as long 
ownership, compared to Maranatha's proposal of las it is unscrambled, if HBO refuses to set up 
25% ownership. FCC Review Board officials said |, payment system with them, The rule also says 
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that private reception cannot be used for fi- 
nancial gain. That is, if you are within your 
legal rights in watching a satellite program, 
you still can't charge admission from others 
who want to watch it in your house. 

Apparently HBO now has plans on dealing with 
individuals. HBO began installation of a high- 
ly secure coding system and pland to encode 
all of its transmissions by March. Showtine 
and The Movie Channel will begin coding their 
signals by this fall. The Disney Channel and 
some otner cablecasters are also considering 
coding their signals. 

Private viewers still have to confront local 
zoning ordinances, many of which treat dish 
antennas aS an eyesore ana prohibit their in- 
stalliation in some arease 

Randy Miltier reports that KRCB, channel 22 
in Cotati, CA, is now on the air. It's a PBS 
outlet and identifies as "Cotati-Rohnert 
Park." They came on the air sometime between 
January 13-20. 

Randy also sent an article from the 1/31/85 
San Jose Mercury News, It seems that KBHK, 
channel 44 (UHF station), offered KQED (chan- 
nel 9, a VHF station) $50 million dollars 
if it agreed to switch channels. That would 
put KBHK-TV in a competitive position with 
KTVU, channel 2 in Oakland, CA. But KQED 
wasn't buying. KBHK offered to pay for a 
costly study on the effects such a channel 
change would have on the viewership of KQED. 
KQED said 'no.'" KQED wants to keep its signal 
quality. It's already operating on maximum 
allowable power, and even at maximum allowable 
power on UHF, it just wouldn't have the view- 
ership, That means fewer paying viewers. 

The idea of educational VHF's ana commercial 
UHF's swapping channels started last year 
when a UHF in Tampa, Florida offered WEDU, 
channel 3 in Tampa, $25 million to switch, 
pending FCC approval. 

Actually, the idea of channel swapping with 
educational VHF's goes a lot farther than the 
article, and it was rather timely that this 
article appeared. Last December, commissioner 
James Quello suggested that a rulemaking be 
proposed that would allow this very thing. 
The FCC is presently drafting a proposed rule 
making that would allow the table of channel 
assignments to be modified to permit channel 
trades with commercial facilities. 

While some commercial broadcasters are 
interested in the idea, public broadcasters 
are rather cool, Also, some existing commer- 
cial VHF stations would suffer greater compe- 
tition from such a trade. FCC officials also 
warn that case law and FCC practice would 
allow such changes in channel assignments to 
be open for competing interests and third 
party applications. (Hence the Tulsa situa- 
tion that I occasionally mention.) 

John Combs got some information on transla- 
tor links for WTOG-TV. It also illustrates 
what I said earlier about one translator re- 
ceiving the signals of another translator 
through a microwave link, W61AK, Inverness, 
100w TPO, 1500w ERP, 10 mile radius, 400' AG, 
picks up WI0G directly.

This next article was sent in by both T 
Fuss and Nick Lombardi. It was in the 1/27/85 
Atlanta Journal and Constitution, about 
WNEG~TV, channel 32 in Toccoa, GA, an inde- 
pendent station that went on the air 9/9/1984 
It gives a geographical view of Toccoa. The 
area covered by the WNEG-TV signal is beyond 
the reach of the Atlanta network stations, 
which can be received only when DX conditions 
are good, Most of their television viewing is 
from South Carolina and North Carolina sta- 
tions, which give little interest in north- 
eastern Georgia. Roy Gaines, owner of radio 
station WNEI=AM, decided to bring an inde- 
pendent television station to his community. 
He filed an application for the station in 
1982, and a competing application appeared 
from Millard Oakley a few months later. After 
paying Oakley $10,900 to drop his competing 
application, Gaines was granted a construc~ 
tion permit in March, 1983. The station 
operates 647 kw ERP from a tower three miles 
north of Toccoa, and transmits over a 40-50 
mile radius. The station signs on at 10:00 
aem., offering old movies, syndicated pro- 
grams, first-run syndicated programs, 
syndicated sports, and CNN Headline News. 
Gaines is also interested in local program 
ming, with local high school basketball and 
football games, and plans to begin a nightly 
local news staff by late spring. 


LOS ANGELES,CA SHERIFF AT IT AGAIN 
The Los Angeles County Sheriff, who has 
been throwing a fit ever since ADAM-12 was 
taken off the air, is swinging another attack 
at television. Now he wants the FCC to allow 
him th use channel 16 for public safety pur— 
poses, although he admits that it may cause 
interference to KSCI, channel 18 in San Ber= 
nardino. He does blame the potential inter~ 
ference on poor selectivity of cheap tele~ 
vision sets. California sroadcasting Corp. 
was already granted a construction permit for 
channel 16 in nearby Ventura. The sheriff 
thinks the FCC should act now before con— 
struction begins on the station, so that the 
station could be reallocated to channel 41 
at no extra expense.

WRBV, channel 65 in Vineland, NJ, which had 
lost its contract with WHT and is no longer 
broadcasting pay-TV in the evenings, was 
for a while signing off in the afternoon.

The FCC imposed a freeze on new noncommercial educational FM 
station applications and major facilities changes among exis- 
ting stations. This freeze also included channel 6 TV station’ 
applications and facilities changes. After doing that, theFCC 
announced a partial thaw. it will accept EFH applications, 
88.1 through 91.9, but only if the FM station has reached an 
agreement with potentially affected TV channel 6 stations. The 
agreements must be signed by al] parties, and must be filed 
aith an FM station application, What this means | am not sure. 
Even how to define a “potentially affected TV station" could be 
open to question. The matter has been before the FCC for 12 
years--the problem of interference between TY 6 and educationa 
FM. | wouldn't be surprised if the freeze effectively takes 
another 12 years, although the FCC announced when it imposed it 
that it would only last three or four months. fost affected 
are educational Fal station applicants, since channel 6 TV is a 
largely developed service, with fex, if any, applications on 
file for new stations or facilities improvements. Perhaps Bill 
Fahber can research from a TY standpoint this. Because of the 
freeze, | will not go ahead with an analysis of the new FCC 
rules and how certain stations could be squeezed in and others 
increase power. I'?] wait and see what rules changes come 
about as the result of this freeze.

WUD, Saul, your assumption that I have logged 700 FM stations all from Wilkes Barre or one 
location is wrong. I did in fact DX from both W.B. and Thornhurst PA & keep one log. Due 
to personal circumstances, I rarely DX from Thornhurst at all now, But, throughout my reports 
in years past, I have made it clear I am doing this, and that I designate receptions as made 
where, Thornhurst is 12 miles east of W.B. and is 1875'ASL while W.B. is 500'ASL, in a deep 
valley. The difference in reception characteristics is tremendous, Contrary to what some 
may think, I feel right in keeping one log, mainly for simplicity's sake, I could keep 2, 
& report separate totals, but what difference would that make? Numbers are numbers, and I'm 
not really trying to compete with anyone, DXing from a mountain here (as in Thornhurst) is 
similar to CX in the Midwest, where there are no mountains, DXing in the valley eliminates 
semi-locals and betters the band for SKIP & MS, Taking the poor terrain here into considera- 
tion, I feel justified keeping one log with both MOUNTAIN & VALLEY DX. Would the midwestern 
DXer stifle himself behind a bad obstruction like a building? I'd think not. 
(EDITOR'S COMMENTS: Boom, there goes the WIFDA grenade, just like I said it would, hi! 
I didn't realize your two QTHs were so close to each other, I agree, 12 miles or 12 yards 
can make a difference, Your points are entirely valid, as far as my own philosophy goes, 
I feel that life on Earth is a short experience for us, and that we should enjoy it as much 
as possible.(I heartily recommend Jack Kerouac's On The Road). You are right, in that you 
are DXing your own way. As an editor who sees your loggings, they seem genuine; out of all 
members' reports, the odd logging is a mistake. In another club, someone invented a member 
and invented a lot of false loggings that were printed. Errors occur, too, I've made my 
share of them, myself, especially when I was new to the hobby of FM DXing. Totals is ano~ 
ther thing. Do your own thing, but if you're (anyone, that is) reporting to a eclum, abide 
by its standards. Harry's 2 QTHs can count as one under the rules, but my 3 places are all 
too far apart. Lets not get too competitive, and concentrate on the hedonistic pleasure 
derived from listening to garbled signals on the radio. Besides, what are totals, Surely 
you cannot compare ‘ten years of DXing in New York City with ten years in the Canadian wil- 
derness. Now, an editorial decree: all future chitchat of this sort should go to MAILBOX, 
or in article form. (How 'bout an ethics colum?) If anyone wants to draw and quarter me, 
Harry, or the Man from Glad for our views, do so there. I, myself, promise to reply, in 
Mailbox, to anything directed my way in that column. Now back to Harry.....) 
COMMENTS VOL. II: MS showed an upswing in early AM of early Dec., but nosedived around the 
12th, when it should have been the best. I sit on either 96.5 (w/Montrose PA off) or 96.9.

The signal 
was quite readable frequently over an 8 hour period, during which I heard 4 legal ID's 
for KSOR (1730, 1800, 2400 & 0100 on 1/20), They have 4 xlators on 90.5, but the two on 
the Oregon coast were obviously the wrong direction, Both McCloud & Klamath Falls, @& 
were plausible, but the latter was more distant £ no sign of KAGO 99.5 Klamath Falls. 
Called KSOR & confirmed that K213AE is on. Turns out it's at 8000" AMSL (near Mt. Shasta) 
with about 95 watts ERP aimed this way. It's regularly usable up to 35 miles from the 
mitter. So it's definitely the one. 


Not far behind for impressiveness, though not a new logging, was KTPI on 12/2, They 
were usable in sono for a couple hours, with just a slight crackle due to the MR 80 
clipping their sideband fn its super-narrow mode. Even broke into stereo mode a couple 
times, though there was no separation worth mentioning. Incredible trops signal for a 
class A station at 250 miles! 


Regarding K276BW on 12/7-84, it is a KAAT 107.1 Oakhurst xlator, but after KAAT 
Signs off at lipm it tends to trigger on either on KEAR 106.9 San Prancisco or KEAR's 
pa K296CD.

Technical Topix 
PART 2. Subsidiary Communications Authorization (SCA) 


It occurred to me that some of the fine points of PLL theory were 
overlooked, so here I will make a few assorted comments and then con- 
tinue with the homebrew SCA decoder first described last month. 


Here, sports fans, is in somewhat more detail how a PLL works. A 
voltage controlled oscillator (VCO) generates a signal whose frequency 
depends on the voltage applied to its input. In Pig. 1, the VCO deli- 
vers a signal at a certain idling frequency, £ , the free-running 
freq. of the VCO. When some input signal enters the system at “A", 
its freq. and phase are compared to that of the VCO signal and the 
difference is represented by an error voltage, V . The error is pas- 
sed through a low-pass filter and applied back to the input of the 
vco. The VCO frequency then changes to attempt to match the input 
signal--a loop action which enables the PLL to seek and then lock on 
to an incoming signal. 


The free-running freq. of the VCO is set on the LM565 by a voltage 
applied to pin 8. Lock range is the range of frequencies in which 

the PLL can remain locked onto the input. The range of frequencies 
one can apply to the input of the PLL and find the system responding 
(that is, attempting to seek and lock on) is not infinite, but limited 
to those frequencies within the capture range. And since the PLL only 
responds to signals within the capture range, it can be said to 
exhibit some degree of selectivity. This makes it an ideal block for 
radio detectors...and demodulation, signal conditioning, frequency 
synthesis, data synchronization, precise motor speed control, etc. 


Having said that, we now go back to construction notes. The printed 
circuit pattern is shown in Fig. 3. The board is 2 3/4 x 3 5/8 in. 
The parts layout is given in Fig. 4. PCB construction of the compl- 
ete decoder is highly recommended to prevent unwanted oscillations. 


Concerning the 531 op amp...The application here calls for a high slew 
rate amplifier stage. 1741's or simple one-transistor stages do not 
work. F'rinstance, a 741 has a slew rate of about 0.5V/us, while the 
531's is 35. The LFP353 (TLO84) with its slew rate of 13 V/us might 
give good results, but I haven't actually tried that particular chip. 
(It is sold at Radio Shack as #276-1715) Since the 353 is a dual amp, 
either two stages with gain of 50 each can be cascaded (preferred 
method) or one gain 100 stage can be wired up. The 353 is compen- 
sated. An LF356 might also be made to work here. 


Installing the SCA decoder into an FM radio, logically enough, requ- 
ires connection to the proper point: between the detector and the 
de-emphasis network in said radio. (See Fig 5) Just about all FM 
receivers from K-Mart portables to McIntoshes have this circuit or 
some similar, recognizable variation. Since it is impossible to cover 
every little circuit possibility, feel free to poke around in this 
area. Be sure the decoder is powered and connected to an audio amp, 
the tuner is set to an PM station known to have active SCA, that all 
units share a common ground, and that reasonable care is used--there 
is no need to poke in the audio amp or power supply! Touching just 
about any point in Fig. 5 will give SCA, but only one or two points 
seem to yield clean, undistorted sound. In some digital tuners, the 
AC input impedance of the decoder may trip the tuner from stereo to 
mono; usually just moving the SCA connection to the other end of that 
resistor you're already connected to will correct this. Once the SCA 
connection point is found, the rest is basically mechanical, and thus 
all up to you. 


I think of convenience and packaging almost as much as the rest of 

the project, so my tuner installation has a "SCA" switch on the front 
panel with everything else hidden neatly inside. The SCA switch is 
wired as in Fig. 6 so that when listening to the radio a flip of the 
switch will replace the audio of the FM station with the audio (if 29 
any) of the SCA.

On December 20, conditions were right for the reception of WVAH-23, Charleston past 
WIFR and WFHL. Again on December 20, conditions were right for the difficult reception of 
channels 16 and 22, Pittsburgh, past both South Bend and Dayton channels 16 and 22. It 
was also unusual to have three different channel 67's (believed to have been WOAC, W67AJd, 
and an Ohio translator). 

Heavy auroral activity was noted on channels 2-6 on January 27 with lighter auroral 
activity on channels 7-13. 

On January 29, I was able to save one of my VHF antennas from the snatch of winter's 
bite by re-attaching two snapped guy lines at the 40 foot level. The transmission line is 
still loose, but at least, I have saved the antenna and supporting structure.
